Nashville, Tenn., January !.!.—Advo- 
cates of atate-wide prohibition in Ten- 
neasee are tonight freely predicting that 
by Wednesday night such legislation 
will hgve been enacted. 

Tonight the 
liquor traffic, after a most exciting and 
largely attended public hearing of argu- 
ments for end nst, voted to report 
favorably tomorrow on the 
bail. 

The house committee sat with the 
“benate committee, through courtesy, but 
took no formel action. It is expected 
to report Wednesday on the @ill before 
4t. The two measures are counter- 
parts, and eubstitution will be easily 
effected. | 

Day One of Sensations. 

The day has been one of sensations 
in legisiatiwe cipcies. Charges were 
made at a meeting of Methodist minis- 
ters that not o was money being used 
in large sums in an effort to defeat anti- 
whisky legislation, but that “beautiful 
fallen women” had been brought here 
for the same purpose. This was but one 
of the day's developments in the fight 
for and against state-wide probibition. 

Among others, which came thick and 
fast, were tonight's hearing before the 


two committees and @ special messege to 


the legislature this afternoon from the 
governor, vigorously opposing such leg- 
éslation. . 
_ "Phe cliinvax was reached in the hear- 
Ing.tonight. The committees sat in the 
“halt of the house of representatives, the 
sessidtt opening at 8 o'clock. By $ o’clock 
this afternoon the audience had begun 
to assemble. By 6 o’clock the galleries 
were packed, and the available space 
@n the main floor was filled to over- 
flowing. Many women workers for 
prohibition came early, with lunch bas- 
kets, and the hours of waiting were 
filled with songs of “Tennessee is go- 
ing dry,” and others of similar nature. 
The crowds of students were on hand, 
and‘ their college yells added to the en- 
tertainmentt 

Business Men Fought in Vain. 

Hundreds of business men from Chat- 
‘tanooga and Memphis were here to op- 
pose the bill, and send theiy represen- 
tatives before the committee, but all 
their efforts were futile. The session 
was a long and exciting one, but the 
final action was pretty generally ex- 


pected. 

In the senate tomorrow, if members 
vote as they did in organizing that 
body, the measure’s passage is assured, 
seventeen votes being necessary. In 
the house enough members have com- 
mitted themselves on paper to assyre 
its passage there. The governor, it is 
conceded, will veto the measure, when 
the fight will be on again with renewed 
vigor. Only a majority is requjred to 
pass @ measure over the 
veto. 

Following | the regular 
business at the meeting of Methodist 
ministera, Rev. E. B. Chappell this 
morning asked that a prayer be offered 
for the legislators, who, he asserted, he 
knew, from sources that he could not 
publicly announce, were being sorely 
tried by bribes from the whisky lob- 
byists. Money, he said, was being of- 
fered in large amounts, and he begged 
that a fervent invocation be sent up 
to God to eid the law-makers and keep 
them strong in their determination to 
act uprightly and for the right. 

Fallen Women as Lobbyists. 

After having made this statement, 
Dr. Chappell gave place to Dr. B F. 
Haynes, who declared that this was not 
the worst, and charged that he knew 
wat women—beautiful, fallen women— 
had been sent here to influence the 
legislators, and that these women 
were seeking them in their apartments 
and using eVery means at their com- 
mand to turn the legislative tide against 
state-wide prohibition. Some of the 
members of the legislature were young 
men, said Dr. Haynes; and he knew of 
one case at least where the senator or 
representative was in a more or less 
doubtful] fix. He looked at the matter 
very seriously, and heartily condemn- 
ed such tactics. 

Women, he said, Were being brought 
here to win men, where other means 
had failed, and yet money was still 
flowing freely for those who would con- 
sent to change their opinions, or 
least their votes from the prohibition 
Side to the whisky side of the question. 
’' All the ministers present listened in 
breathless silence to the staatements 
above mentioned, and when the presid- 
<ng officer, Rev. ® B. Reams, asked for 
an expression as to whether or not 
prayer should be offered there was a 
loud chorus of ayes. The prayer was 
led by Dr. A. M. Trawick, who feelingly 
invoked the aid of God in saving the 
legisiators from any possible weakness 
or sin in connection with the passage 
of the state-wide prohibition bill.

Another develapment, which may point 
to something tangible in the Buck 
murder case, was thé arrest early’ last 

night of R. Caldwell Smith, a glass- 
worker, employed at the factory’of the 
Pittsburg Plate Glass Company, and 4 
resident of 207-A Means street. Smith 
was arrested about 7 o’clock at the 
residence of T. R. Hymes, at 308 Hemp- 
rill avenue, by County Officer /Casey. 
He was lodged at the station house on 
suspicion of complicity tn the killing. 

Smith was at the funeral yesterday, 
occupying a front seat. He stoutiv dis- 
claims all connection with the affair, 

Smith says he is perfectly willing to 
have the matter sifted to the bottom, 
and that he will do all he can as a friend 
of Buck’s to help the prosecution. 

While the evidence in the case is still 
hazy, the officers think the circum- 
stances warrant the detention of Smith 
until other developments, 

The belief of those most vitally in- 
terested now is that Buck was not killed 
maliciously, but was held-up for trp 
purpose of robbery, and that his proba- 
ble resistance and cries for help resulted 
in his death. 

Garvin is Released. 


Charged with heving. killed his 
brother-in-law, William Lawrence 
(“Lonnie”) Buck, of 173 Curran street, 
Dan Garvin, 25 years of age, who was 
arrested Sunday afternoon in Chatta- 
nooga on an order from Sheriff C. W. 
Mangum, of Fulton county, was 
shortly after noon freed by Justice of 
the Peace R. R. Jackson, at his court on 
Edgewood avenué. 

Garvin proved an alibi, and on, the 
statement of Deputy Plenie Minor, 
who went to Chattanooga after him, 
the warrant against him was dis- 
missed. 

In a statement Garvin expressed eur- 
prise that he should have been charged 
with the crime, saying that he had 
nothing agatnst Buck. He says he will 
remain in the city in order. to render 
any assistance in his power to catch thé 
guilty man. 

In speaking of the way the case has 
been handled up to date by the police, 
Chief Henry Jennings was ‘loud in his 
praises of Sheriff Mangum and his 
corps of assistants. 

The funeral services of ‘Buck were 
held at the Hemphill Avenue Methodist 
church yesterday morning, and the !n- 
terment was at Sardis cemetery. 


libi Was Complete. 


Captain, J. T. Vickery, of the Vickery 
Detective Agency, and William -Harbin, 
brother-in-law of Dan Garvin, who had 
been arrested in’ Chattanooga Munday, 
charged with having killed Buck, re 
turned from Chattanooga last~ night, 
whither they went Sunday to investi- 
gate. 

“At Chattanooga we fewnd all the 
evidence necessary to set up a complete 
alibi for Garvin,” said Captain - Vickery. 
“In the first place, we found, a. man, 
Chester Phillips. who had heen with 
Garvin in Chattanooga from Saturday 
afternoon yntil Sunday morning—they 
slept together that night. Mrs. Alice 
Higgins, at whose home Garvin boarded, 
is ready to swear Garvin was in her 
house Saturday evening at supper, and 
that he and Phillips occupied the same 
room that night. Her son, Harry Hig- 
gins, substantiates that statement, and 
so do F. H. Greenlee and his wife, who 
reside in a part of the k0use. Then we 
found a barber, Gus Duke, who shaved 
Garvin Saturday evening between 7:30 
and 8 o'clock, and In the same shop was 
FE. J. Evans, another barber, who 
swears to Garvin's presence in that.bar- 
ber shop at the time indicated. They 
both are ready to swear that Guarvin 
and Phillips were there together. That's 
good enough for an alibi, I think.’

HAD PREACHER 
WHO MURDERED 


KILLS HIMSELF 


Rew, Carmichael, Who Dismem- 
bered Browning and Burned 
Body, Dead by Ovn Hand 


INA RAMBLING LETTER 
PREACHER ADMITS CRIME 


Carmicheel Says He Was Impelied te 
Deed by Hypnotic Influence 
Browning Eixerted Over Him. 

He Killed Browning Hop- 
ing to Break Hyp- 
notic Spell. 


Carthage, Ill., January §1.—Rev. John 
H. Carmicheel, who last Tuesday night, 
in the little Methodist church at Rat- 
tle Run, Mich., killed Gideon Browning, 
the village carpenter, and then burned 
the body in the stove, committed sul- 
cide here today by cutting his throat 
with a pocket knife. 

He died at the county. hospital after 
he had been taken from the boarding 
house of Miss Miranda Hughes, where 
as a stranger, he had been living since 
last Friday. 
Victim of Browning’s 
Power. 

In a long letter found in his suit 
case, Carmichael told in detail the 
story of the killing of, Browning, how 
he had fallen a victim to Browning’s 
hypnotic power, and meeting him in 
the church Tuesday night, was com- 
pelled to obey every command: how 
finally, when Browning attacked him 
with knives, Carmichael defended .him- 
Self with a hatchet. After killing his 
victim with the hafchet, he said, the 
red-hot stove in the church suggested 
itself as the best method of disposing 
of the body. Before putting the body 
in the stove, however, he exchanged 
some of the dead man's clothing for his 
own, which ‘had become bespattered 
with blood. 
Carmichael’s death was almost as 
horrible ag that of his victim. When 
he arrived at the Hughes boarding 
house he gave the name of John Elder. 
and as he said he was a woodworker 
and had come here to start a factory, 
no suspicion was attached to his pres- 
ence. Once he went to a Catholic 
Priest, and, declaring he was a Catholic, 
asked the influence of the members 
of the church in helping him in his 
business. Going about the iown and 
in. and out of the boarding house, he

murder, although al! this time he must 
have thought about it, for the written 
confession had been prepared and was 
concealed among his belongings in his 
room, 

Moaning With Throat Cut, 


After breakfast this morning he pack- 
ed his valisé, paid his bfll and asked 
Miss Hughes when the train would 
leave for Bowen, a station near 
Carthage. About 9 o'clock Miss Hughes 
heard his moaning in the toilet room. 
Passers-by carried him into the house 
and called physicians, who found he 
had cut his throat. He died about 12:40 
o'clock. 

The coroner, Dr. J. A. Barr, was sum- 
moned from Fort Green, and a -jury 
empanelied. Sheriff Bertschi was given 
the suit case containing two letters, 
one addressed to his wife and the other 
to the sheriff of St. Clair county, Mich- 
igan. 

While the confession of the circuit 
rider ig rather extensive, and on some 
points minute, it leaves many questions 
In regard to the tragedy unsolved, ad- 
mitting that the statements dre true 
Some of the letter tends to create the 
impression that the confession ig really 
the production of an unsound mind. 

The preacher does not explain satis- 
factorily how he and Browning came 
to go to the ttle Run church, or why 
both seemed bent on keepihg their pres- 
ence there secret, except to say that 
Browmng wanted the preacher to offi- 
ciate at Browning’s wedding that night. 
This account does not explain the fact 
that the preacher evidently knew that 
Browning already had one wife, if not 
two, 

Murder and Cremation Described. 


After a long, rambling and discon- 
nected recital of his meeting with 
Browning, Carmichael describes the 
active kMling and incineration ag fol- 
lows, in the letter left for the sheriff: 

“I ‘saw he was holding a weapon of 
some sort up his sieeve. Instantly 1 
made a grab for it, and got the hatchet 
from him, and asked what he meant to 
do with that. He said: ‘ll show you,’ 
and, from his overcoat pocket) drew 
out a knife in each hand. He came at 
me, striking with both hands, while I 
backed across th@echurch, down the sidé 
aisle and across the front, but [ did 
not dare to turn about to open the front 
door. Then I threw the hatchet and 
‘struck him, and he fell. @ then turned 
to open the door, when he grabbed me 
‘toy the leg, and threw me down, where 
my hands came upon the hatchet. There 
wes a desperate struggie, in which I 
used the hatchet until he lafa qui€f: and 
still. I cannot tell all that happened 
after that. I was wild to dispose of 
the body. I was in a horrible terror, 
so Il began acgiee | off his garments, 
that I might drag the body away some- 
where and hide it. 

Began to Cut Him Up. 


“Then, when my eyes fell upon one of 
those knives, I flew into a rage, and 


began te cut him, when he woke up 


and grabbed me again. Then, for a 
while, I used that hatchet, until I was 
sure he was dead. 

“*Then 1 saw that the fire was hot 
enough to make the stove pipe red near- 
ly to the elbow, so I grabbed him by the 
feet, and dragged him down there, and 
cut him to pieges, putting in each part 
as it was di embered. Then I began

France Is Once More’ Enfore-

FOUR MURDERERS BEHEADED 


Effect of Executions on the People 
Most Horrible—It Was a De- 
grading Spectacle and Sug- 
gested the Mob’s Thirst 
for Blood, 


Bethune, Pas de Calais, France, Janu- 
ary !i.—The first inflictions of capital 
punishment in France for a number of 
years were witnessed in this: town to- 
day, when four murderers wete - de- 
capitated by the guillotine. The exe- 


the presence of a large crowd, The 
acts for which the men were executed 
were the murder of Abel Pollet, and 
his brother and two other men named 
respectively Canut and Perru. 

The French parliament recently pass- 
ed a resolution in favor of the reten- 
tion of the death penalty in France, 
and the cabinet, a fortnight ago, de- 
cided to carry out parliament’s ruling. 
There remain today efighteen persons 
in France under sentence of death. 

Cries of Rage From Crowd. 

The executions were carried out rath- 
er quietly, 
town and the surrounding country 
which gathered early last night was 
impatient, and upon appearance of the 
condemned men began yelling for in- 
stant death. 

The effect upon the crowd was the 
most horrible feature of the executions, 
As Abel Pollet, the first of the murder- 
ers to go to his death, marched defiant- 
ly toward the steps of the platform, 
cries of rage broke from the crowd, 
which endeavored to break through the 
lines of soldiers closeiy formed around 
the guillotine. Pollet brutally repulsed 
a priest who sought to console him. 
Shouts of joy burst from the crowd as 
the knife dropped. The troops, after 
the executions, dispersed the crowd, and 
ended what was regarded by foreign 
observers as a degrading spectacle and 
as suggesting terrible scenes of mob 
thirst for blood during the revolution. 

Night Passed in Drinking. 


The night was passed by the crowd 
in drinking and carousing fh the cafes 
of Bethune, which were kept open al? 
night for the occasion. With daylight 
the people swarmed from the cafes and 
headed for the square in front of the 
prison. They were hooting, singing 
and laughing and exchanging coarse 
witticisms at the expense of the men 
who were to be executed. The clamor 
against the murderers was renewed as 
dawn showed the scaffold dimly lighted 
with lanterns. 

The condemned men Were ignorant up 
to a short time before their execution 
that they were to die. They had slept 
undisturbed, and had had the serene 
conviction that their sentences wouid 
be commuted.

discussed in detail the subject of state- 
wide prohibition. He declared that 
state-wide prohibition is fundamentally 
and profoundly wrong as agovernmental 
policy, and does not accomplish the re- 
sult hoped for. He says it violates the 
plainest and most obvious rule of indi- 
vidual actions and personal freedom. 
He declares that the use or non-use of 
liquor should be left to the individua!, 

He reviews the legislation by states 
on this subject, declaring that states 
cannot prevent the manufacture of 
liquor in other states and the shipment 
from other states. He declares that 
until the United States forbids the man- 
ufacture and sale of liquor it is not 
possible to.have a prohibition law. 

Confiscation of Property. 

He declares that to destroy the value 
of existing plants without remunera- 
tion is confiscation without compensa- 
tion. He asserts that prohibition 
states are filled with open and secret 
violations of the law, and that the aboli- 
tion of the sale of liquor by law is an 
“impossibility and an empty dream.” 

The governor says it is a choice be- 
tween the regulation and controi by law 
and the secret or open violation of the 
law. The governor declares that the 
regulation and control of the saloons is 
the best solution of a difficult problem. 
He recommends, therefore, high license, 
strict regulation and a forfeiture of 
license for violations of the law. He 
makes a strong plea for local option, 
for permitting the people of each com- 
munity to voice their sentiments on the 
subject, declaring that this is in ac- 
cordance with democratic principles. 

People Against Prohibition. 


He asserts that a majority of the peo- 
ple are not demanding state-wide pro- 
hibition. They have spoken more than 
once on this proposition. He says there 
is nothing in the divine law which makes 
prohibition itself a moral issue. He urges 
that the legislature proceed with deliber- 
ation and caution and with a due re- 
gard,.for the welfare of the State. 

He recommends that nro bill or bills be 
passed prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of liquor in Tennessee. He reviews 
democratic legislation on the temper- 
ance question, declaring that it was wun- 
derstood that this quéstion would be 
eliminated from politics after the pass- 
age of the Pendleton bill. He recom- 
mends that the people of LaFollette, 
Chattanooga, Nashville and Memphis be 
given an opportunity to declare for 
themselves whether théy waht liquor 
manufactured and sold in their commu- 
nities, and if they do, that a law be 
passed to prohibit it, but if they do not 
SO express themselves, that their wishes 
be respected. '

Washington, January 11.—An amendment 
to the legislatiye, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill, increasing the salary of the 
president to $100,000 and the salaries of the 
vice president and speaker of the house of 
representatives fo $20,000, was today report- 
ed favorably to the senate from the commit- 
tee on the judiciary.

The extreme op- 
position papers assall* the Japanese 
government for falling into the arms 
of a nation which at ‘the first oppor- 
tunity not only shows it unfriendly 
spirit, but even denies equal oppor- 
tunity to the Japanese. 

Newspapers published in Enelish, rep- 
resenting British and German interests, 
are making much of the California teg- 


that America, while reéently endeavor- 
ing to create an impression of friend- 
liness toward Japan, in reality was un- 
friendly. 

Situation Embarrassing. 


The situation is seriously embarrass- 
ing to Americans residing in Japan, 
and especially so ag the incident fol- 
lows so closely the creation of an ex- 
cellent feeling through the visit of the 
Atlantic fleet, the American commis- 
sion to the Japanese exposition and the 
excursion of business men from the 
cities of the Pacific coast. 

The foreign office is ‘endeavoring to 
convince the protesting newspapers that 
the action of the California legislature 
does not represent general American 
sentiment, but the publications con- 
tinue to be extremely pessimistic in 
their tones; and some of the ‘ditorials 
of thé opposition press, becoming vio- 
lent, are liable temporarily to inflame 
popular opinion and seriously hamper 
American influence in 
Japan for many years.

Washington, January I!.—After 2 
long peried of hard, patient work, that 
in sOme features ran into years, Sec- 
retary of State Root and Ambassador 
James Bryce, of Great Britain, tonight 
signed a treaty for the settlement of 
international differences between the 
United States and Canada. This is the 
agreement which has been larly al- 
luded to as the “waterway treaty,” 
but it contemplates a disposition of 
everything in the nature of differences 
between the two countries. Provision is 
made for a joint high commission to be 
made permanent in character.

Probably never has a larger crowd 
the capitol to hear the 
Sen- 
ator Tillman said he constituted a pre- 


_ eedent in that never before had a pres. 


ident of the United States singled 
out an individual senator, not charged 
with any illegal or immoral act, and 
indulgeg in such a scathing arraign- 
ment. 

He repeatedly made it plain that he 
attributed the martyrdom which he 
considered he was suffering, to his af- 
tacks upon the president for permitting 
lawless acts, for usurpation of power: 
for “brutal and cruel conduct” toward 
Mrs. Minor Morris; for other failures, 
shortcomings and indefensible official 
acts. 

The speech was heard by almost the 
full senate and by galleries crowded 
to suffocation. In attempting to gain 
admission, one woman fainted, many 
had their clothes torn and their toilets 
seriously disarranged, and suffered the 
loss of their furs. One man was pain- 
fully injured. Barely one-fifth of those 
who crowdeg the galleries ever-caught 
a gifmpse inside the senate chamber. 
Members of the house of representa- 
tives crowded four rows deep behind 
the desks of the senators. 
Controversy Over Word 

taken,.’’ 

There was little applause. Senator 
Tillman made no bid for applause. He 
attempted with fair success to be calm, 
dispassionate and judicial in reviewing 
the evidence, He showed that the whole 
controversy was over his use of the 
word “undertaken” in the statement. 

“I have not undertaken to buy any 
jands,” he said. “I have made some in- 
quiries as one would in traveling 
through the west.” Continuing, he said: 

“I was perhaps disingenuous; but a 
moment's thought will convince any hon- 
est-minded man that, as I had not signed 
any papers, had not paid any money, 
had not taken anybody's receipt, the 
usual process by which one undertakes 
to buy land, I was speaking acourately, 
and not falsely.”’ 

Senator Tillman was greeted by ap- 
plause from the galleries when he enter- 
@d the senate chamber today. He read 
his prepared remarks with little attempt 
at oratorical effect. He was accorded 
careful attention by senators on both 
sides of the chamber. 

In addition to his speech, which had 
been printed in advance, Mr. Tillman had 
prepared other brief remarks, which he 
read. 

“It has been expected and desired,” -he 
said, “that having made my own defense, 
Ishould turn my batterieson my assail- 
ant. I do not feel that my strength is 
sufficient for the double task. My phy- 
Sicians have warned me against over- 
taxing myself. 

Roosevelt Lives in Glass House. 

‘The president lives in a glass house 
with even a glass floor in it, and should 
remember the old adage. He has ex- 
erted aH the power of the government to 


“Undere 


‘ destroy me, but I feel] that I can stand 


unscathed, because if all other argu- 
ments fail to convince men, the charac- 
ter for rectitude, truthfulness and hon- 
esty which I have ‘builded in the sixty- 
one years of my life would at least be 
my bulwark. Men who have always 
been clean and honorable do not sudden- 
ly become liars and hypocrites at sixty- 
one without any necessity. 

“Later on in this session it is my pur- 
pose to devote some time to bringing 
Theodore Roosevelt face to face with his 
true self, and let the people of the 


“United States see what character of man 


they have been so bowed down to. For 
the present, I content myself with ap- 


. plying to him this quotation from Spen- 


cer’s Faerle Queen: 

“‘He ranges throughout the whole 
world, neither is there any that can re- 
strain him. Of late he has grown es- 
pecially presumptuous and pestilent, 
barking at and biting all alike, whether 
they be blameworthy or innocent. None 
are free from his attacks. He spares 
neither the learned wit nor the gentle 
poet, but rends and tears without regard 
of person, reason or time.’ ”’ 

Tillman’s Voice Piercing. 

The metallic and piercing voice of 
the South Carolina senator was kept 
within control as he proceeded, The 
galleries indulged in no outbreak, al- 
though there was occasional suppress- 
ed laughter when Mr. Tillman declared 
that the president had placed him in 
the Ananias club. o

Mr. Tillman kept closely to his manu- 
script as he proceeded, except when he 
referred to Mr. Harriman as ‘‘the pres- 
ident’s dear friend,” who held 2,000,000 
acres of the land in question, he look- 
ed over hig eyeglasses and, glancing 
around the chamber, said: 

“Possibly the relations are not so in- 
timate now, but I speak of what the re- 
lations used to be.” 

Referring to his efforts to purchase 
some of the Oregon timber land, Mr. 
Tillman again departeg from his print.. 
ed speech by adding: “Who would not 
have wanted to purchase some of that 
land if he was as poor as I am?’ 

He went on-~-to describe the timber 
land as containing the finest red cedar 
in the world. 

Laying down his manuscript, after 
having consumeg just fifty-five minutes 
in reading it, Mr. Tillman wag congrat- 
ulated by many of his friends on the 
floor, while the vice president proceed- 
ed.to lay -before the senate routine 
business. There was no applause in the 
galleries, but the buzz of conversation 
in the large audience. Was such ag to 
drown the voice of the reading clerk, 
and the sound of the, gavel failing to 
bring order, Mr. Kear, of New Jersey, 
moved a ten-minute recess.

Tillman Made Good Impression. 


Senator Tillman’s speech, in his own 
defense, unquestionably created a good 
impression. 

“I do not believe the senator from 
South Carolina has done anything un- 
lawful, and he has certainly made no 
attempt to deceive the senate,” said 
Senator Bacon, after the conclusion of 
the speech. “While he may not have 
described fully what he had done at the

duct toward a helpless woman. 

“I was not aware that these darts of 
mine had quivered in the executive hide 
and stung him so, but the eagerness and 
intensity with which he has presented 
his case against me, his making a prece- 
dent when none has existed before, his 
taking from the éommittee to which he 
has forwarded the papers and giving 
them to the press before that committee 
had considered them, indicate that Theo-

Senator Hale, Mr. Tillman declared that 


the president recognized the extraordi- 
nary character of his action, “as wel) 
as the unlawful use he has made of fhe 
secret service,’’ 

Mr. Tillman said he did not deny the 
authenticity of the letter or the tele- 
gram of which photographs were made, 
and hée presumed the letter from Wil- 
liah\. BE. Lee was also a correct copy, 
but he was not aware of its existence 
until it ‘was rought to his attention by 
the president's statement, and added 
that he was not in any way responsible 
for Mr. Lée’s jdeéas expressed in it. 

Concerning Dorr. 


Taking up the president's statement 
concerning Dorr, a land agent, making 
his filings through Reeder & Watkins, 
of Marshfield, Ore., Mr. Tillman said: 

‘It will be noted that I accused Doerr 
in the senate of being a swindler, and 
asked the postoffice department to issue 
a fraud order against him. Dorr declared 
in his circular: 

“So sure is Senator Tiliman of our 
success that he has subscribed and paid. 
the necessary fees for a quarter section 
for himself and ten other sections for 
ten of his nearest relatives.’ 

“It was this bold and outrageous false- 
hood that caused me to denounce Dorr 
as a swindler as well as to declare in 
the senate that he had no warrant for 
the assertion. The sleuths which the 
president put upon my trail have made 
their report and a perusal of it shows 
to any fair-minded man that so far from 
endeavoring to justify the fraud order 
against Dorr, they were really put to 
work to investigate me and endeavor, 
if ‘pogstble, to discover something to my 
discredit, while the president directed 
the investigation. I say that because it

“No such statement was made by the, 


inspector. In fact, so earnestly intent 
on convicting Senator Tillman is the 
president, he actually commits himself 
to this proposition, to-wit: Tillman, 
voluntarily and without any compul- 
sion from any source, and with nothing 
to conceal. brought up a matter in the 
senate which he need not have done to 
cover up transactions which were ab- 
solutely unknown to anyone except 
himself and his correspondents, Reed- 
er & Watkins, and were entirely hon- 
orable and clean. 

“Much expostre closed out the swin.- 
dlers. Dorr, when his mail was not de- 
livered, retired from the land business 
and became a fruit gTOWcr, as reported 
by the inspectors.

“Now about the lying: My letter of

dertaken to buy any, and the president 
considers this positive proof of false- 
hood. I did not say I had not consid- 
ereq the purchase of land: I did not 
say I had not contemiplated the pur- 
chase of land, because I had done both. 

“In my conversation with the attor- 
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ney géneral tn regard to the resolution 
which I introduced, and which he him- 
self prepared after we had talked over 
the whole land situation, I distinctly 
remember telling him that my interest 
in the matter had been first aroused 
by my desire to purchase some of the 
timber land, and that my coming to 
him was due to the fact that I discov- 
ered upon investigation that I could 
not buy it through any agency what- 
soever, that I could not buy it even 
‘by lawsuit, because I was advised by 
very able lawyers in the west, among 
them the Hon. George Turner, of 
Washington, that in attacking the 
holders of those land grants, now one 
would have any standing in court ex- 
cept the grantor, the government it- 
self. I was, perhaps, disingenuous, but 
a moment’s thought will convince any 
honest-minded man that, as I had not 
signed any papers, had not paid any 
money, had taken nobody’s receipt, the 
usual processes by which one under- 
takes to buy land, I was speaking ac- 
curately ang not falsely. 
Did He Mean to Conceal? 


“Everything hinges on the meaning 
of the word ‘undertaken,’ and my use 
of it. Did I mean to conceal the fact 
that I was anxious to buy some of the 
land? Not at all. Did I mean to attack 
Dorr as a swindler when I myself was 
engaged in a dishonest and dishonor- 
able transaction? That is what the 
president would have people believe. 
Can I be justly charged with falsehood 
when if I had told the senate of the 
entire transaction it would have made 
no difference whatever, while I would 
have been charged with intruding my 
private affairs into a public discussion? 
Just what law did I break?. What 
wrong did I do or contemplate? Ac- 
cording to the report of the attorney 
general in answer to the _ resolution 
which I introduced, and which passed 
the senate, Harriman, the president's 
dear friend, still holds in defiance of 
law, upward of two millions of acreg of 
the best lands of Oregon and California 
and refuses to sell them at any price. 
I neyer expected and could not, under 
the terms of the law, as I construed it; 
get more than seven quarter-sections 
for myself and family, one for my pri- 
vate secretary and one for Mr. Lee, 
making nine in all. This in the aggre- 
gate would mean that I would obtain 
through my activity here, as the pres- 
ident’s charge is, nine quarter-sections, 
or 1,440 acres, at a cost of 3%, 
Will the president undertake to say 
that I have lost my right to buy land 
because I am a senator? Can the pres- 
ident deny that my activity secured the 
passage of the resolution instructing 
the attorney general to bring suit for 
the recovery of this land for the use 
of actual] settlers? If Harriman and 
others ike him are made to disgorge 
by reason of these suits, shall the fact 
that I wag endeavoring to buy a little 
pittance of the land be uséd as the 
basis of a charge of being a Mar and 
a corrupt senator to be disgraced?’ 

How Tillman Knew of Law. ‘ 


Senator Tillman then told how his 


attention had been "Wash, to this land 
while at oe - October, 
1907. He wrote to & Watkins, 


asking for information and telling them 
of his desire to purchase some of the 
land, if possible, Desiring to find out 
if the conditions of the grant to the 
state of Washington made it possible 
for “purchasers,’’ and not “actual set- 
tlers’’ to buy at $2.50 per acre, he wired 
to the librarian of the senate for a 
copy of the act. He met Mr. Lee at 
Moscow, Idaho, and talked with him 
on the subject, arranging that he would 
g0 to Marshfield and investigate in 
person. He authorized Lee to draw on 
him if he found the lands were what 
they were represented to be. 

“‘Lee’s authority as my agent,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘never went beyond an examina- 
tion of the land, and If the application 
was filed, to see that I got good tim- 
bered lands instead of rocks and 
marshes.’’ 

Mr. Tillman went into detail On ex- 
plaining his effort to learn the exact 
Status of the lands, and got an opinion 
from Senator Turner, of Washington. 
After returning to Washington, D. C., 
in December, he let the matter drop, 
believing it to be a “very doubtful 
proposition’’ until Mr. Lee showed him 
a letter from feeder & Watkins, 
which, Mr. Tillman said, had since been 
Stolen from the desk in his committee 
room, along with other papers in this 
case, and declared that the theft was 
probabiy by some of the secret service 
sleuths. 

Refused t> Use Influence. 

“When Reeder & Watkins,’ he said, 
“indicated their desire that I should 
exert my influence in the senate, I 
wrote the letter of February 15, of 
which the president obtained a photo* 
@raphic copy. In the meantime, and be- 
fore that letter was written, and after 
a conference with the attorney general, 
I introduced ‘the two resolutiong of 
January 31, one calling on the attorney 
) general for information, and the other, 
which became a law, instructing him to 
institute suits. My official activity then, 
is shown to have taken form in the 
senate before I knew anything about 
Reeder & Watkins’ attitude or expecta- 
tions, and I was in no way influenced 
by them. 

“I was still anxious to obtain some 
of the land, if it could %e done legally, 
and wrote Reeder & Watkins to that 
effect, but my faith in them, and in the 
whole scheme, died when I received the 
ciroulars of Dorr, which came to me 
on February !7 and 16, from three dif- 
ferent directions, showing the wide- 
spread circulation of them."’ 

Mr. Lee’s report to him, he said, had 
also led him to believe that Reeder & 
Watkins were not, “of the caliber and 
character’ to be employed in a matter 
of such magnitude. 

“Dorr, of whom I had never before 
heard,’’ he said, “was evidently push- 
ing his scheme of getting suckers to 
invest and using my name, ag I have 
indicated, without authority, because 
I had not paid any fees to him or 
written to him or filed any applica- 
tion. I, therefore, felt it incumbent 
on me to expose the swindle in tne 
| senate, which I did on February !9, and 
asked the postoffice department to issue 
a fraud order. 


@f the joint resolution in the senate, 


| ‘Stalicises the words ‘as well as myself, 


I pressed the passage ' 


and on April 30, it became a law. 
‘March 18, I wag taken ill, and on May 
| '6, after a partial recuperation, I sailed 
}for Europe, returning October 2). 
Roosevelt and His Sleutha. 


“That president’s sleuths, set to do 
the dirty work of spying On a senator, 
when that senator had exposed a fraud 
l which was being perpetrated on the 
public, reported to him on July 27. 
I had nothing to do whith the change 
in the law of which the president com- 
plains, in reward to the secret service. 
So the president's animus is not against 
me on,the same ground for which he 
has attacked Messrs. Tawney, Smith 
and others in the house, -but one of 
persona! malice, engendered by hatred, 
because of my course in the senate 
during the last seven years. 

“I have not att pted to deceive any- 
body; I have not told any falsehoods; 
I have not broken any laws; I have 
not been guilty of any immoral con- 
duct. I had the right to purchase the 
land if I could, but my judgment told 
me it was unsafe as an investment. I 
would like to get some of it yet, and 
if the attorney general and his suc- 
cessors shall not die of old age before 
anything is done, it may be possible 
that 
purchase some of these timber lands, 
of which he made mention in his re- 
port. Through my action, attention has 
been directed in a compelling way to 
the need of prompt action by the de- 
partment of justice. Whether I ever 
get any of the land or not, does not 
matter, if Harriman and others of that 
ilk are made to disgorge the large 
holdings which they have stolen and 
are attempting to hold. 

Roosevelt’s Italics. 

“The president,” said Mr. Tillman, 
as though it were unlawful, immoral 
or improper for a senator to buy any 
land or to act in this chamber on any 
question affecting his personal interest. 
I fail to see any sense or reason in this 
position, but I must submit that to the 
judgment of the senate and the coun- 
try. I had not become a party to any 
litigation; I was not interested except 
as a private individual wanting to 
purchase, and as a senator, desiring to 
enable others to have the opportunity 
to do. so. Of ¢ourse, the president is 
sure that I have done something very 
discreditable and outrageous. He hates 
me,‘and would destroy me ff he could. 

“The president gloats over the fact 
imy letter was written ‘juet four days 
before he announced in the senate that 
he (1) had not undertaken to buy any 
land in the west’ as clinching his con- 
tention that I have lieq to the senate. 
‘The records show that fn the interim 
the Dorr circular had been sent to 
me, for on February 19, when I made 
the exposure of Dorr, I said in the sen- 
ate, ‘In the tast day.or two I have had 
my attention called to a gcheme of 
swindling, etc.’ It is easy for those 
who are themselveg vulnerable to con- 
vict others on the most flimsy evi- 
dence, and the president seems to work 
on that theory. 

“On reading Dorr’s circular, the whole 
scheme and combination of swindlers, 
Reeder & Watkins in Marshfield, and

Dorr in Portland (I did not know any- 
thing about Conro and Schaefer), 
flashed on my mind, and remembering

With a Wave of the Hand. 


“The president dismisses with a Wave 
of the hand any possibility of my hon- 
esty, by saying, ‘It Is unnecessary to 
comment on his proposal made in this 
letter to use his influence as a senator 
to force the government to institute 
a suit which would make it easy for 
him personally to obtain some of the 
land.’ It might be well to inquire 
whether or not the attorney general 
has been ordered not to obey the law 
of congress passed last April, which 
I will call the Tillman-Bonaparte law, 
ordering suit to be instituted for the 
recovery of these lands. 
is of such magnitude in contemplating 
the purchase of 1,440 acres of land at 
$2.50 an acre in the eyes of a stickler 
for official rectitude—in others—that it 
may be found that he is determined to 
block my so-called nefarioug transac- 
tions. 

“The man who announces to congress 
that he, Theodore Roosevelt, assumed 
the right to permit the Steel trust to 
absorb its greatest rival, contrary to 
law, would doubfiess not hesitate to 
help his dear friend Hartfiman in hold- 
ing two million .acres of the public 
domain because Ben Tillman has con- 
templated and wanted to buy 1,440 
acres, The president, having convicted 
Tillman, proceeded to clear Dorr in 
both cases, contrary to the facts, and 
smilingly stares from the center of 
the stage, which it is his greatest de- 
light to occupy, and complacently looks 
to have the American people and the 
senate give their approval! to his ver- 
dict. I await that verdict calmly and 
without fear, and will gladly abide 
by it. 

He Courts Investigation. 


“In conclusion, Mr. Presi@ent, I court 
the most searching investigation, Nay, 
I demand it.

Washington, January |!.—The annual 
report of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, made public today, is a vigor- 
ous «document, reiterating former de- 
mands for strengthening the law and

The commission discusses the wedee- | 
‘tion of railroad earnings during the 
period of depression beginning in Oc; 
tober, 1907, showing that this reduction 
was of vastly less volume or signifi- 
cance than the public has commonly 
supposed; that while the gross earn- 
ines of al] the railroads for 1903 were 
$1864,000,000 less than for 1907, they 
swere still $96,000,000 in excess of 1906, 
and $342,000,000 larger than 1!906. 

The commission concludes that in this 
showing there is small warrant for the 
demand that rates be generally in- 
creased.

Charles N. Smith are both now officers 
of the court. A full criminal and civil 
docket is awaiting the court, and this 
promises to be a lengthy term. 

In charging the grand jury this morn- 
ing Judge Fite had: much to say con- 
cerning tax dodging, and declared that 
our present system, which he said was 
wrong, was largely responsible for the 
fact that so many people did not give 
in their full tax returns... 

Judge Fite spoke quite ~t length upon 
criminal matters, especially cigarettes, 
which, he declared, were doing more 
harm tha nliquor, gambling, pistol tot- 
ing and liquor selling. While talking 
upon the liquor question the judge said 
that the question of the enforcement of 
the prohibition law was largely news- 
paper talk, and that there was not ‘a 
near beer establishment in the sta‘e 
that could not be closed up by any 
judge in twenty-four hours. He also 
said that there was not a near beer sa- 
loon in the state that was not a blind 
tiger. 

Several Cases of Interest. 


Several criminal cases of interest wi!l 
come before this term of court, one of 
which is that of the young men who 
are alleged to have committed the OoOut- 
rage upon the family of J. A. Gibson, 3 
miles from this city, in December, when 
Mrs. Gibson was seriously wounded.

) In the expiring days of his official life President Roosevelt is’ playing 
the part of the stormy petre! flying in the wake of the legislative branch and 
keeping congress busy wondering what is going to happen next. , 

_ Feeling secure in his public popularity, which seems not to wane, though 
there is some dispute upon that point, he has not. to flout congress 
in general and congressmen in particular, until Washington has become a 
seething sea of official personalities, wherein there is.no longer any mollify- 
ing by apt verbiage of the “shorter and uglier word.” ~~ 

While the house officially tables what it considers the objectionable por-. 
tion of his recent message, and its members personally indulge remarks for 
which “critical” would be but a mild and gentle ane qualification, the 
president laughs gleefully. 

1: Tillman 
might have to say in reply to the president’s personal excoriations, would in 
any way modify the latter’s momentary joyous temperament. 

Senator Tillman endeavored to purchase at the customary price for 
himself and members of his family, 1,440 acres of Oregon land, which had 
been, and might still be, the subject of congressional action. 

That is the one particular fact in the case around which eenters the 
presidential accusation and the senatorial justification. 

The feud which has long existed between the occupant of the white 


house and the senator from South Carolina will prove of no small interest 


to spectators of the present tilt; but that which chiefly concerns the publi¢ 
is the justification, or the lack of it, in the president’s charge that Senator 
Tillman had made improper use of his official position to enable him to pur- 
chase valuable western lands. 


Senator Tillman has himself been somewhat of a stormy petrel. He has 


00|been a leader among the reformers, bold, blustering and blunt; and while 


many have looked upon his preachments as the product often of political 
desire, there have been few to question his sincerity. 
It would seem that official position ought not to disqualify a person from 


4¢/the acquirement or purchase of government lands upon the same terms and 


conditions upon which they are allotted to any other citizen. 

But even though the propriety of such action may be questioned, there 
will be some who will be prepared to believe that Senator Tillman,has made 
improper use of his official position toward that end, even in the face of presi- 
dential accusation. There is nothing in his record to lend color to it and the 
charge must, therefore, stand solely upon its own merits. 

The president has made it and Senator Tillman, on the senate floor, has 
with even greater emphasis denied it. So the issue is joined before the 
great American jury. ; 

Senator Tillman Das presented an energetic and forceful defense. He 
admits entertaining a desire to purchase the lgnd in question, though upon 
the same basis as that upon which any other citizen might secure it, but 
proceeds to show that his energies in the senate were directed toward the 
suppression of fraud on the part of land dealers and protests against the im- 
proper acquirement of government land by great corporations. 

The partisan friends of the president and the senator will hold each to 
their view; the general public will remain very much in the attitude which it 
occupies toward a man denying emphatically that there is foundation for a 
presentment returned against him by a grand jury. 

It will be better, therefore, to hold the investigation which Senator Till- 
man has demanded. 

-If it should be demonstrated that Senator Tillman’s presentation of the 
case is the correct oue, there can be no doubt that the president, despite the 
fact that, as the senator puts it, “the hide of the executive smarted for re- 
venge,” would acknowledge his error and make due amend. 

The public is entitled to know from those in position best to judge, just 
what is the truth of the case. 

The accusation is serious and should be left in no smallest detail of doubt.

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SAVANNAH AND PROHIBITION. 


The Savannah Morning News indulges in some interesting comment 
anent the recent stir in official circles over the proposal to enforce the 
state prohibition law in Savannah and Chatham county. 

The News finds palliation for alleged conditions there in the charge, 
likewise founded upon common report, that the prohibition law is vigorously, 
if not so openly, violated in Atlanta. 

But most interesting, perhaps, is the assumption which The News makes 
that Governor Smith’s chief concern in the matter is to compe] the payment 
of the near beer tax. Pointedly interésting, too, is its enunciation of the 
doctrine that “the blind tigers as well as those who deal only in near beer,” 
will have to pay the tax or go out of business. 2 

Discussing the recent official attention given to the Savannah situation, 


The News says: 


It may be that Atlanta makes a greater pretense towards enforcing the law 
than Savannah, but what does that amount to if the law isn’t actually enforced? 
If Atlanta's police court is full of drunks and disorderlies every morning, it 
must be evident that the effort to shut off the flow of alcoholic beverages isn't 
very effective. It is a question whether Atlanta’s pretense of dealing with the 
evil is more to be desired than Savannah's way of dealing with it. 

We assume that the governor’s cencern is about the near beer tax. He 
wants it collected, and he is right about it. The tax ought to be paid, and it 
will have to be paid. All who are engaged in selling any sort of alcoholic 
beverage will have to pay it. The supreme court has decided that the law ts 
sound in every particular. Those, therefore, who are liable for the tax will 
have to pay it or go out of business—the blind tigers as well as those who deal 
It is a question jf this mear beer tax hasn’t done much to 
poe ype agg Pages ros te gag “ = prohibition law.

There will be no general disposition to find fault with the criticism of 
conditions in Atlanta. As to whether it ts better to have open or covert 
violation of law, depends altogether on the point of view of the authorities 
charged with its enforcement; perhaps, somewhat, too, on community senti- 
ment. 
But isn’t The News taking a great deal for granted in its assumption 
that “the covernor’s concern is about the near beer tax?” 

Does The News hold that the governor would be content with the pay- 
ment of the tax by the “blind tigers as well as those who deal only in near 
beer,” and would have no more to say about the Savannah conditions as long 
as the tax is paid? 

The near beer tax has been upheld by the supreme court, and the dealers 
in that article must pay it, but the law imposing that tax itself specifically 
declares that it.cannot be construed to authorize or permit the sale of any 
beverage prohibited by the state prohibition law. 

Has not The News, therefore, gone too far in the assumption that the 
governor is concerned with the collection of the tax rather than the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law? 

It is true the governor has decided to leave the matter of the enforce- 
ment of the law in the hands of the local authorities. But if the local authori- 
ties, sustained by majority public sentiment, fail to do their duty, thus bring- 
ing back practically the effect of local option, what, then, is to be done 
about it? 

That such fs the trend of the Savannah situation becomes more and more 
apparent. Solicitor General Hartridge, of the eastern circuit, returning to 
Savannah from a conference with the governor, has given out a statement in 
which he assures the people of that city that the governor has no other in- 
tention or purpose than leaving the situation wholly in the control of the 
local authorities... Mr. Hartridge says in part: 


I want to impress upon the people of Savannah that the governor fully 
appreciates that the enforcement of a statute must rest upon the people of a 
community where a violation of it occurs, and that he believes that should an 
open disregard of any law be attempted, the sober sense of the law-abiding 
people penne eioaeee tg A son ge yey itself, beg a appealed to, and demand the 
proper observance and respect of a measure duly enact 
authorities of Georgia. P y ed by the constituted 


That is all very well and good, if the authorities require and the dealers 
accord obedience to the Jaw, as should be the case in every community. 

But suppose they do not—in the light of the evidence, the supposition is 
not wholly unreasonable—then what? 

Does not the condition become, in its last analysis, one of local option— 
loca] option in the enforcement of the law—just as The Constitution pointed 
out in a recent editorial discussion of the Savannah situation? 

There is no other reasonable view of it, and it is the worst kind of local 
option at that. And yet, what is the governor to do about it? Nothing, 
because in the nature of things. he cannot! 

But the situation is now in the hands of the people of Savannah. 

It remains to be demonstrated what they will do with it.

Not since the shells from Sherman’s ‘batteries shrieked forth from Mis- 
isionary Ridge and played national] airs over the crouching city, have the 
people of Chattanooga been more pitifully, abjectly or profoundly stirred than 
at this present stricken moment. 

The Tennessee legislature has met at Nashville, and having organized 
for prohibition, casts a glowering and portending glance in the direction of 
Moccasin Bend.

And can they help it? Well, they are willing to stay on the job until they 
die in the trenches in the attempt to forestall the calamity, which is mixing 
metaphors, but expressing an eternal verity. 

So it happens that the other night a train trundled out of the Chattanooga 
depot, headed Nashvilleward, and jerking cheerfully four cars loaded to the 
gunwales with wild-eyed and prominent Chattanoogans, intent on making the 
guardians of the state see it their way. The same train carried also two 
other coaches, filled to the brim ‘with advocates of prohibition, dressed in 
white, even down to the spats, with the safety-valves on the water-coolers 
working overtime. 

A similarly incongruous caravan set sail from Memphis, its passengers 
filled with an aggressive contempt for the camel, that patient beast that can 
go for eight days without a drink, and other orderly citizeags who believe that 
an oasis in the desert is not an ever-present help in time of trouble. 

Our commiseration goes out in great waves to the legislature of Ten- 
nessee.

United States Supgeme Court Passes 
on the Case of Powell, Who Was 
Indicted in Judge Jones’ 
Ceurt Because of Lynch- 
ing at Huntsville. 


Washington, January !!.—The case of 
the United States v. Robert W. Powell, 
involving the questio;:: whether the four- 
teenth amendment can :pe invoked in the 
Untted States courts to protect negroes 
against lynching was decided by the su- 
preme court of the United States today 
in favor of Powell on a writ of error 
bringing the case from the United States 
circuit court for the northern district 
of Alabama. 

Powell is under indictment on the 
charge of assisting a mob in the hanging 
of a negro named Howarce Maples at 
Huntsville, the specific charge being that 
as a member of the lynching party, Pow- 
ell had deprived Maples of the right 
to a trial by due process of law. 

The circuit court held that the. four- 
teenth amendment was not applicable 
to the case, and declared that it could 
not be invoked unless the injustice com- 
plained of was inflicted by the state or 
its authorities. The supreme court’s de- 
cision affirmed the decision of the lower 
tribunal.

Firet Near Beer License Was Pro- 
cured Yesterday—Solicitor Hart- 
ridge Talks About His Con- 
ference With Governor 
Regarding Situation, 


Savannah, Ga, January !!.—(Special.) 
The first Chatham county near beer 
license tax has been paid. This is re- 
garded as the solution to the trouble 
and end of the notoriety into which Sa- 
vannah has recently been forced, for 
it is thought that every near beer, or 
real beer, dealer will pay the near beer 
tax. 

No Interference. 


Savannah, Ga., January !1!.—(Special.' 
Solicitor General Walter C. 
upon his return to Savannah from his 
conference with Governor Smith, upon 
the situation in this city as regards 
prohibition, makes the statement that 
the governor has never intended to in- 
terfere in the local situation, and has 
assured Mr. Hartridge that as long as 
the situation remains as it is he will not 


do so. 

“Governor Smith,” said Mr. Hardridge, 
“fully appreciates that the enforcement 
of a statute must rest upon the people 
of a community where a violation oc- 
curs, and that the governor believes 
that should an open disregard of any 
law be attempted, the sober sense of the 
law abiding people of that community 
will assert itself, when appealed to, and 
demand the proper observance and _ re- 
Spect of a measure duly enacted by the 
constitutional authorities of the state. 

“It is true that I went to Atlanta at 
the request of Governor Smith to confer 
wih him relative to the situation in this 
county so far as the prohibition law and 
the near beer tax are concerned,” said 
Mr. Hartridge. ‘‘I found that the sensa- 
tional press reports as te the governor’s 
attitude toward this community were 
unauthorized and unwarranted. He has 
not now, nor has he ever had, the slight- 
est intention of in anyway interfering 
with the machinery of the local courts. 


Depends on Authorities. 


“The governor recognizes, of course, 
that the duty of enforcing the laws of 
the state rests upon the authorities of 
any county where violations occur, and 
that he, as chief executive of the state, 
would only be called upon to act in the 
event the people of a county wilfully and 
defiantly set aside a statute. That this 
has been done in Chatham, he doeg not 
assume; that it will be done, he does not 
believe; that the authorities of Chat- 
ham will do their full and complete duty, 
he is convinced. His only desire is to 
give them every assistance, should any 
be asked, at his hands. 

“His attention has been directed, how- 
ever, to a singular condition of affairs 
that apparently exists in Savannah, In 
Other cities of the state, the citizens 
seem to desire some substitute for in- 
toxicating beverages and the dealers in 
these articles in other communities have 
paid the tax thereon. The report from 
Chatham is that no @ealer has register- 
ed as a handler of these substitutes.

He maintained that if there was to De 
a ball in honor of the president, it 
should be at government expense. 

Champ Clark on Inauguration. 

Addressing himself to the subject of 
inaugurations generally, Mr. Clark, of 
Missourt, said that four years ago the 
“solemn promise’ was given that the 
request for the building would not again 
be made, and on the strength of that 
promise, the necessary permission was 
given. He favored a six-year term for 
president, with ineligibility for reelec- 
tion; the holding of.the election on the 
first Mon@ay in August, and the inaug'i- 
ration of the president the first Monday 
in .Oectober. The new cOngress, he con- 
tended, should be elected and started on 
its work on the day of inauguration. 
There was no sense, he declared, in im- 
péeriling the life of the new president Dy 
requiring him to stand In the open On 
March 4 and deliver his address. He 
favored a return to the custom of inau- 
gurating the president in the house of 
representatives. He bitterly attacked the 
policy of loaning government buildings 
and said that until it was stopped, there 
would be no audftorium in Washington. 

Ball Sad as Funeral. 


Mr. Clark provoked great laughter by 
eaying that he attended the inaugural 
ball of President Roosevelt, and never 
felt sadder in. his life except at a 
funeral, as he saw but few that he 
knew there. 

Messrs McMflan of New York, O'- 
cott of New York, and Landis of Indi- 
ana, led in support of the measure. Mr. 
Landis contended that as it was a na- 
tional function, the inaugural expenses 
should be paid by ¢ongress, which, he 
said, had been shifted by it on the 
shoulders of the citizens of Washington, 
who were compelled to conduct the ball 
in order to be partially reimbursed. 

Various other measures were consi4- 
ered and passed, all relating exclusively 
tu the District pf Columbia. 

Speaker Cannon announced the com- 
mitteé of five, which will conduct the 
investigation into the secret service, pro- 
vided for by the resolutions of last Sat- 
urday. 

At 6 p. m. the house adjourned.

He 
had a peculiarity of wearing heavy 
brass-rimmed spectacies, but always 
kept them on his forehead—never used 
them to see through. 

The suggestion was considered in 
the light of a joke at the time, but the 
negro’s picture was taken, and it made 
such a unique ang distinctive trade- 
mark that {it was adopted, and has been 
used ever since.
